W 
h e n he was approaching 50, Leo Tolstoy, one of the greatest writers in the history 


of literature, felt an emptiness within him. He v a s fam ous, w ealthy, titled, h ap p ily 


m arried and a proud father, yet he said: 
' W hy wish for anything, or do anything? 
Is there any m eaning in life?" 


This profound m elancholy lasted for about three years, but the answer Tolstoy found 


to his question changed his life. He discovered “ those clear simple truths common to 


a il men . . . the Spirit of G od lives in man and the practical rule . . . that m an should 


act towards others as he wishes others to act towards himself . . . G od is a Spirit whose 


im age lives in us, the pow er of which we can increase by our conduct . . . and all that 


n atu rally follows a peaceful, friendly, happy life would come about for hum anity . . . " 


Tolstoy renounced his title, and began his work to relieve the oppressed. He crusod°d 


for the rights of peasants, protested the oppression of minorities, and opposed ca pita l 


punishment and the use of physical force. All that rem ained of his old ways of li v in g 


w ere his tremendous literary contributions. 


Every morning in solitude, Tolstoy p rayed 
He w rote, "M y p ray er is like this . . . 


*V/ho so abideth in love abideth in G od , and G od in him . . . if we love one another 


. . . His love is fulfilled in us . . , Brethren, let us love one another, for G o d is love'."

potassium cyanide and a telephone. 
The distraught man stared at them, in­ 
strum ents of life and death in this moment 
of utter desolation. His hand went out, 
hesitated over the poison, then moved to­ 
ward the receiver. 
In a moment he was listening to the 
recorded message of inspiration from Dr. 
John Sutherland Bonnell, pastor of New’ 
York’s Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church. 
No life is hopeless to God, Dr. Bonnell 
was saying. Eyes clost*d, the man listened 
to the message, over and over, before call­ 
ing Dr. Bonnell directly. 
“Do you really believe what you say on 
that recording, Dr. Bonnell?” he asked. 
The clergyman assured him that he did 
and, sensing the man’s crisis, invited him 
to his study for a personal talk. When the 
man left their meeting, he handed Dr. 
Bonnell the bottle of potassium cyanide 
with which he had planned to end his life. 
He had taken on new' hope, found new 
strength. 
“Faith by phone” has saved more than 
one person from suicide and has given 
moments of spiritual solace to millions of 
others caught in the hectic pace of daily 
living. In an estimated 150 areas, no man 
is farther from the comfort of prayer than 
the nearest telephone, and the num ber of 
persons using this service increases daily. 
In Los Angeles, 10,000 calls a day are re­ 
ceived by the YMCA service. Chicago’s 
“Y” handles 5,000 daily and has counted 
more than a million in its three years of 
operation. In smaller cities, the Memorial 
Baptist Church of Columbia, Mo., (pop. 
32,000) gets 400 calls daily for its “Inspira­ 
tion, Please,’’ and the Cactus Drive Church 
of Levelland, Texas, receives about IOO. 
“In this atomic age, men feel the need 
for prayer more than ever,” explains the 
Rev. August F. Brunn, w’hose St. A ndrew ’s 
Lutheran Church offers telephone inspira­ 
tion to Pittsburgh. “Our business as a 
church is to bring the word of God to men 
w henever they need it. Tile telephone is 
one of our ways of doing it.” 
The help offered by these recorded mes­ 
sages is as varied as the people in need. 
An Ohio factory worker, victim of a boss 
with a furious temper, dials the local 
prayer service when there are arguments 
and hands the receiver to his chief. The 
soothing words calm everybody. 
Housewives find the messages steady 
jangled nerves, businessmen phone when 
facing a difficult decision, as do doctors 
about to enter the operating room. Hospi­ 
tal patients, shut-ins, the aged,and others 


w'ho cannot visit their ministers dial a 
prayer several times a day. 
A Marion, Ohio, minister reports that a 
five-year-old boy calls the local prayer 
service every day, listens to the message, 
then dials again for the benefit of his aged, 
blind grandmother. 
Many persons report that they call every 
day on arising. 
A Broadalbin, N. Y., 
woman refers to it as her “right start for 
the day.” In Madison, Wis., an elderly 
lady, afraid at night, finds the message 
gives her the calm to go to sleep. Some 
families have incorporated the recorded 
messages into their evening devotions.

y c h u r c h e s , or g ro u p s of 
churches, usually sponsor the dial-a- 
praycr services, which cost anywhere from 
$15 to $1,000 a month. The YMCA, cham ­ 
bers of commerce, Kiwanis and other serv­ 
ice groups also give the programs finan­ 
cial backing. 
The recorded devotions run an y w h ere 
from IO seconds to two minutes and are 
usually nondenominational. In most com ­ 
munities, the messages are changed daily, 
and in Scarsdale, N. Y., reportedly the 
first dial-a-prayer town in the nation, 
they are changed tw'ice a day. 
Simple prayers are most popular, but 
readings may include Psalms, Bible verse, 
and other sections of Scripture, or perhaps 
just a plain “pep talk.” Some telephone 
prayers have specific aims, though. In 
Chicago, alcoholics fighting the urge to 
lose themselves in a bottle can dial a 
num ber to spend “A Minute a Day with 
the Major.” This is a message directed at 
drinkers by Maj. Roland Quinn of the 
Salvation A rm y’s Harbor Light Center on 
Skid Row. More than 100,000 calls have 
come to Major Q uinn’s num ber in three 
years, and many have phoned him per­ 
sonally for specific advice or to arrange 
an interview. 
Of the general prayers, possibly the 
most popular was recorded by F. William 
Stahl, branch associate general secretary 
of the Baltimore YMCA, who has selected 
and read more than 1,000 messages. This is 
how it goes: 
“Lord, give me the strength to accept 
with serenity the things that cannot be 
changed. Give me the courage to change 
the things that can be changed and give 
me the wisdom to distinguish one from 
the other.” 
Simple words. But for the anxious per­ 
son pausing in his day to dial a m om ent’s 
peace, they lift the spirit and remind him 
of life’s true importance.

1959, 16 years after the m urder of Bahamian 
multimillionaire Sir Harry Oakes, a determined 
gentleman named Cyril St. John Stevenson, editor- 
publisher of The Nassau Herald and m em ber of the 
Bahamas House of Assembly, rose in that body to 
introduce a resolution requesting Gov. Sir Raynor 
A rthur to reopen the Oakes m urder investigation, 
enlisting Scotland Y ard’s help. 
"In my opinion,” Stevenson told his colleagues, 
"Oakes was killed by one of his close friends whom 
he had no reason to suspect and who drank with 
him several hours before the m urder.” And the 
Bahamian newspaperman-legislator thundered, “I 
could point my finger at the man responsible!” 
The House passed his resolution unanimously. In 
its issue of July 18, 1959—a full two months later— 
The Nassau Herald complained, "It is apparent to 
everyone that the governor intends to delay his 
decision on the Oakes m urder case until the death 
rattle sounds in the throat of the present session 
of the House. .. A m urderer is walking the streets 
of the colony today with all the protection and 
security afforded the Queen of England.”

Will the Oakes 
Murder Ever 
Be Solved?

The u n a c te d -on resolution of the B aham ian 
assembly is only the latest in a series of tragicomic 
events in one of the most grotesque m urder cases 
of the past half century. 
In the cast of c h a ra c te r of this officially unsolved 
bludgeon-blow torch-m utilation m urder are the 
Duke of Windsor, ex -king of England, who as gov­ 
ernor general of the Bahamas, in 1943, at first 
believed that Sir H arry’s m urder was a suicide; the 
Miami police captain he summoned to Nassau, 
who neglected to bring along proper fingerprint­ 
ing equipment; a world-famous American private 
detective (retained by the chief suspects wife— 
the m urdered man s daughter, Nancy Oakes de 
Marigny) who was impeded and harassed through­ 
out his independent investigation. 
D efe n d a n t de M arigny, N ancy O a k e s’ th e n - 
husband and the only person ever to stand trial for 
the m urder, was a count who raised chickens. He 
was acquitted in short order. * 
Bahamian Cyril Stevenson is not the only one 
who claims to be able to name the m urderer of Sir 
Harry Oakes. The name has been whispered about 
the islands for 16 years. Yet its bearer has never 
been arrested, detained, or even publicly accused 
of the crime. (It will be noted that Mr. Stevenson 
prudently did not name a man in either the House 
of Assembly or his newspaper.) 
The trusted friend and business ally, whom rumor 
accuses of having brutally killed Sir Harry, to this 
day goes about his business on New Providence 
Island,carrying the burden of his alleged guilt as 
lightly as any native woman balancing a basket of 
eggs on her head.

arry Oakes was born a poor but honest down- 
East Yankee who saw no future in lobster pots 
and. in 1896, at the age of 21, set out to make his 
fortune. Gold was his object, and for 15 years he 
sought the* yellow stuff, from the Klondike to the 
Philippines to West Africa to Australia; finally, by 
sheer fluke, in 1911, he struck a bonanza in north­ 
ern Ontario, Canada. It be*came the second-richest 
gold mine in the world. 
In 1923. a millionaire of 48, Oakes returned to 


Australia to m arry a girl IO year's his junior who 
had been waiting for him for 20 years, a Sydney 
jewelry-shop clerk named Eunice MacIntyre. By 
1938, when he was 63. Oakes had acquired five chil­ 
dren, six mansions, an income of $3 million a year, 
British citizenship, and a baronetcy. 
That was the year Sir H arry Oakes and a B aham ­ 
ian real-estate operator nam ed H arold C hristie 
became friends. As a result, in 1939 the Oakes fam ­ 
ily took up official residence in Nassau, Bahamas, 
where the income tax was negligible. It was from 
Christie that Oakes purchased Westbourne, a regal 
20-bedroom estate, for a reported $500,000; it %vas 
with Christie that he engaged in numerous lucra­ 
tive real-estate deals. At his death, Oakes was worth 
some $200 million, and he and Christie were the 
two most powerful men in the islands. 
Oakes was no beloved tycoon. His photos show 
a rough rimrock face with merciless eyes under 
shaggy brows, a vulturine nose, a mouth set in 
concrete, and a chin and jaw like the prow of a sub­ 
marine. He made enemies as naturally as he made 
millions. He manhandled his servants. He spat in 
the faces of shopkeepers who incurred his royal 
displeasure. He had an eye, and more than an eye, 
not only for attractive lady tourists but for their 
shapely sisters in perm anent Bahamian residence 
as well; his conquests were reputed to include many 
w’ho had smoldering husbands. 
A man born, some said, to be murdered. 
And murdered he w’as during the night of July 7, 
1943, in his m any-room ed mansion in Nassau, all 
alone except for his old friend and business crony, 
Harold Christie. 
Lady Oakes and the Oakes children had gone 
north some time before to escape Nassau’s sum m er 
heat; they were far away that night, in the United 
States. Oakes himself was planning to fly to the 
mainland the next morning to join them; and that 
night he had entertained a few guests at a small, 
select farewell party. Among them was Christie. 
All the guests but Christie departed about m id­ 
night. While the native servants cleaned up, Sir 
Harry and the real-estate broker discussed some 
business matters over a drink or two. Shortly after­ 


ward, the servants left the house for their cabins, 
and Sir Harry and his friend said good night and 
retired—Oakes to the master bedroom, Christie to 
the so-called East Room, located 18 feet away. 
During the night, Christie testified at de Marigny’s 
trial, he slept fitfully. Nevertheless, he said, he 
heard nothing from his host’s room; a tropical storm 
raged half the night. A little before 7 a.m., Christie 
tapped on his host’s door. Getting no answer, he 
entered to find the master bedroom filled with smoke 
from a smoldering mattress and rug, and Sir Harry, 
face up in his bed, bloody, burned, and dead. 


S 
omeone had inflicted four deep, triangle-shaped 
bludgeon wounds behind the victim’s left ear, 
applied an intense flame to the eyes and other parts 
of the body, and set fire to the bed. A pall of un­ 
charred feathers from the mattress had some time 
later been strewn over the coipse. 
The bestial nature of the murder, plus the strewn 
feathers, at first suggested some barbaric revenge- 
rite. Professed Christians though native Bahamians 
are, the remains of voodoo fires can still be found 
in remote sections of the islands’ palmetto brush. 
But this thought was not pursued. 
The savage m urder at once turned into a tragi­ 
comedy of errors and omissions. To this day, no one 
knows, or w’ill tell, who notified the police. When 
the superintendent arrived with his constables, m at­ 
ters worsened. By actual count, 13 persons were 
allowed to enter the m urder room before an RAF 
photographer was asked to snap pictures of the 
scene of the crime. By then a silk Chinese screen 
standing beside the victim’s bed had been moved 
and hundreds of fingers had left prints on it—al­ 
though later the dead m an’s son-in-law was to go 
on trial for his life because a single print among 
the hundreds was alleged to be his. 
Sir Harry had made no bones about his contempt 
for Nancy’s husband; he had considered de Marigny 
a no-account fortune hunter, and at the time of the 
m urder the two men had not been on speaking terms 
for months. As for the count’s regard for his father- 
in-law, one of the first things Miami policemen 
heard on setting foot in Nassau was the rum or that,

when news of Sir H arry’s m urder reached de 
Marigny that morning, the count had remarked, 
It’s about time somebody killed tho old 
The Miami mon decided that, in setting fire to 
Sir H arry’s bed, the m urderer himself almost cer­ 
tainly suffered slight burns. Harold Christie had 
already been examined with this in mind and given 
a clean bill. Questioning de Marigny and being told 
that, during the m urder period (between 2:30 and 
5 a.m.) the count had been asleep in his cottage five 
miles from Westbourne, the4 American detectives 
examined him and found the hair singed on his 
hands, arms, and the VanDyke beard he affected. 
De Marigny claimed that his hair might have been 
seared w hen he burned the feathers off some chick­ 
ens a week before*. In the face of this explanation, 
the count s lack of an alibi, and one of his finger­ 
prints allegedly lifted off the Chinese screen the 
day after the m urder with some transparent tape, 
the Nassau police arrested de Marigny. 
Convinced that her husband was innocent, Nancy 
Oakes de Marigny engaged Raymond C. Schindler, 
the famous American private detective, to help free 
de Marigny. Schindler took the case and soon satis­ 
fied himself that the count was guiltless. 
He dug up an alibi for de Marigny. It was pro­ 
vided by the count’s friend, the Marquis de Visde- 
lou-Guimbeau, who had spent most of the m urder 
night in de Marigny’s company, and that of two 
Bahamian ladies, under circumstances a gentleman 
was loath to discuss. Schindler felt that the scant 
half-hour the marquis could not account for his 
friend’s movements was far too little to havp allowed 
de Marigny to drive the five miles to Westbourne, 
commit the complicated crime, and return. 
The fingerprint on the Chinese screen could have 
been deposited th e re , de M arigny e x p lain ed to 
Schindler, while he wandered about W estbourne 
before his arrest, waiting to be questioned. It was 
de Marigny’s opinion, however, that his print had 
been deliberately faked by authorities. 
A sto n ish in g ly , this theory was co n firm ed by 
Schindler and two of America’s outstanding finger­ 
print experts called in for the defense. They con­ 
cluded by comparing the Crown’s photograph of the 
Chinese screen-de Marigny fingerprint with photo­ 
graphs they themselves took of the screen, that the 
backgrounds were quite different; their pictures of 
the screen showed a smooth surface, whereas the 
Crowm’s picture placed the print against a back­ 
ground of circles, as from a water glass. 


T 


h e p o l i c e had never advanced even a theory as 
to precisely what kind of bludgeon had caused 
the queer triangle-shaped wounds on the dead 
man s head. Schindler prowded about the tool shed 
of a more modest house Oakes owned in Nassau, 
procured an inventory of the tools kept there, and 
discovered that one was missing—a prospector s 
pick. A prospector’s pick has a triangular point. Just 
such a weapon could have intlicted the wounds. But 
with it gone, Schindler could prove nothing. 
Dogged by hostile police tailing him, Ray Schind­ 
ler turned up more and more leads to the possible 
m urderer of Sir Harry Oakes. None of these had 
apparently been followed up by the local authori­ 
ties. Harold Christie, presumably the last person 
besides the m urderer to have seen Sir Harry alive 
and the only known occupant of the mansion on the 
night of the crime, had been dropped as a suspect 
as soon as he passed the hair-singeing test. 
Schindler’s office turned up some interesting in­ 
formation about Christie’s background in the States, 
before he settled in Nassau. A man named Phillips, 


The Duke and Duchess of W indsor figured in the case 


because he was Governor of the Bahamas at the time. 


an ex-investigator for the U.S. Treasury D epart­ 
ment, claimed that Christie had run rum in the early 
'20s, had had Capone mob connections, and had been 
in trouble with Federal authorities in Boston. An 
examination of the Federal records there revealed 
th a t the index n u m b e r rela tin g to C h ris tie ’s 
“trouble” had disappeared from the files. The miss­ 
ing number led to a document alleging an infraction 
by Christie of a Federal statute, and included a 
“body attachm ent,” a sort of warrant, which had 
never been served. 
A photostat of the w arrant bearing Christie’s 
name was mailed from New York to Ray Schindler 
in Nassau, just before de Marigny’s trial. With 
Harold Christie an all-im portant witness for the 
Crown, the defense felt that the placement of this 
document in evidence might tend to discredit his 
character and, therefore, his testimony. 
But the envelope containing the docum ent did 
not reach Schindler in time for the trial. It never 
reached him. To this day, the mystery of its failure 
to be delivered has never been explained. 
C 


o u n t d e M A R I G N Y was acquitted, and there the 
case has rested. Although Nancy subsequently 
divorced him and remarried, she recently told 
London reporters that she has “information of value” 
and is eager to testify if the case is reopened. W it­ 
nesses now scattered in a dozen countries have 
agreed to return to Nassau if officially asked. De 
Marigny himself, now living in Cuba, has stated in 
a biography that Oakes was shot, not beaten to 
death, and charged the Bahamian authorities with 
ignoring “inconsistencies” in the Crowm testimony. 
In 1950 a woman reporter and lawyer from W ash­ 
ington, D.C., Betty Renner, was found dead at the 
bottom of a Bahamian well. Her friends said that 
she had been warned to stop asking questions about 
the Oakes case. A routine inquiry expired quietly. 
Informed opinion in Nassau holds that Oakes’ 
killing was engineered by a trusted associate whom 
Sir Harry discovered dabbling in something illegal 
he could not or would not stomach. Sir Harry is sup­ 
posed to have been collecting evidence in secret 
against this person. This person found it out and 
hired a powerful islander to commit the m urder 
and make it look like native voodoo revenge. 
This w riter himself, many years ago, had pointed 
out to him a Bahamian woman, gatekeeper of an 
estate on a remote cay of New Providence Island, 
who allegedly was the widow of the accomplice; she 
had been given the gatekeeping sinecure, he was 
told, to keep her mouth shut. 
Is the Bahamian government afraid of this alleged 
mastermind? Or is he too important or dangerous 
to touch without an airtight case? Into what lofty 
realms does the Oakes case reach? 
Many people think they can answer all these 
questions. 
But the Bahamas House of Assembly has recessed 
without seeing Cyril Stevenson’s resolution imple­ 
mented. Sixteen years after Sir H arry Oakes’ grisly 
murder, inaction, frustration, and shadowy mystery 
continue to characterize the case.

What You Should 
Know About 
Catastrophe Insurance 


What if your family were suddenly faced with 
an enormous hospital bill? Here is 
a type of coverage to consider before that happens 


H 


e a l t h i n s u r a n c e — protection against 
doctors’ and hospital bills—is now 
as familiar an institution as hot dogs and 
mustard. Most of us have it, and we’ve 
come to rely on it to pay the bills when 
our children are born, when one of the 
k id s has h is to n s ils o u t, o r w h e n 
Grandma slips and breaks a leg. 
Few of us, however, are covered for 
the disastrous accident or crippling dis­ 
ease that might require a long hospital 
confinement, costing thousands of dol­ 
lars. Recently, insurance com panies 
have recognized this shortcom ing of 
standard health-insurance policies and 
now offer what they call “catastrophe” 
or “major medical” insurance. 
Catastrophe insurance is written on a 
deductible basis like automobile insur­ 
ance: you pay the bills for any accident 
or illness up to, let s say, $200 or $500, 
then the policy takes over and pays up 
to as much as $5,000 or $10,000. 
A B altim ore, Md., office w o rk e r 
bought a catastrophe policy a couple of 
years ago anti recently learned that his 


wife had cancer. His salary was $5,500 
per year, hardly enough to pay for the 
major operation she needed, and his 
health insurance would cover only a 
fraction of the bill. 
His wife remained in the hospital for 
30 days. The total cost of the operation, 
room and board, hospital extras, and 
special nurses amounted to a staggering 
$2,800. His health insurance paid $803. 
but that left $1,997 still to be paid. If he 
had to borrow the money, it would have 
meant scrimping and saving for years, 
perhaps even losing the new house he 
and his wife had recently put a down 
payment on. But with his catastrophe 
policy, he had to pay only the deductible 
($200) and the policy paid the rest. 
His case is typical of how catastrophe 
insurance can save the day when a major 
medical expense unexpectedly arises. 
In general, you'll do better buying a 
policy with a high deductible ($500), 
particularly if you have regular hospital 
and surgical coverage. The premiums 
for a $500-deductible policy are 30 p er­ 


cent cheaper than that for the same 
policy with only a $200-deductible. 
When you’re selecting your catastro­ 
phe policy, avoid any which lists the 
particular diseases it pays on. You want 
blanket coverage that pays no m atter 
what the cause of the big medical bill. 
Some policies pay only 75 percent to 
80 percent of hospital, m edical, and 
nursing bills (above the deductible), 
and while it is better, naturally, to have 
IOO percent coverage, premiums on these 
“coinsurance” policies are much cheaper. 


A 
s w i t h other types of insurance, a 
catastrophe policy is cheaper when 
bought on a group basis. Some com­ 
panies already have added this coverage 
to the basic hospitalization and surgical 
plans covering their employees, so check 
to see if it’s available w here you work. 
If it isn t, perhaps you could suggest 
that the company investigate the possi­ 
bility of adding it. 
Catastrophe policies have some limi­ 
tations and exclusions, the so-called

Since there is no standardization of 
atastrophe-insurance policies, you w ill 
have to shop carefully to see w hich one 
offers you the most. 
B u t if a m ajor medical em ergency 
should strike your fam ily, you’ll find 
that tlu‘ time was w ell spent.
